DETAILED ACTION 
Response to BP AI Decision 

1 . In the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 9/19/07, 
the rejections of claims 1-45 were affirmed in part. The following action is a response to the 
decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 9/19/07. 
Claims 1-45 are pending in the application and are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-45 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Claims 1, 26 and 45 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences has interpreted the Examiner reliance on 
the teachings of Kraft, Liff and Kaufman and Cummings as directed to checking that medication 
desired to be dispensed is being dispensed, but find that neither reference teaches or fairly 
suggests the claimed "checking whether, based upon the patient's medical history, the 
medication should be withheld from the patient". 

The closest prior art of record (Kraft, Liff and Kaufman and Cummings) does not teach 
or fairly suggest checking whether, based upon the patient's medical history, the medication 
should be withheld from the patient (see: pages 7-8, BPAI decision). 

Because the prior art does not teach or disclose the above features in the specific manner 
and combinations recited in independent claims 1, 26 and 45, and as further interpreted by the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, claims 1, 26 and 45, are hereby deemed to be 
allowable. 
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Originally numbered claims 2-25 and 27-44 are dependent on originally numbered claims 
1, 26 and 45, and therefore incorporate the allowable features of originally numbered claims 1, 
26 and 45, through dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

In related art (6,351,688) Nichols et al. teaches an item dispensing system with a plurality 
of item dispensers at different location. 

In related art ("New program monitor patients drug use") Walker et al. teaches that rather 
than just dispensing drugs, Health Plus Systems' new program allows the pharmacist to record 
many aspects of the patient medical history. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicant's 
disclosure as background material and is not of particular significance. These prior art patents 
fail to teach or fairly suggest checking whether, based upon the patient's medical history, the 
medication should be withheld from the patient.
